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U.S., Soviets 
extend grain 
trade accord

WASHINGTON - AOer eight 
months of bargaining, U.S, and Sovi- 
et negotiators signed an agreement 
Monday that maintains the status 
quo in superpower grain trade until 
the end of 19^. 

The pact, retroactive to Oct. 1, ex- 
tends for 27 months the exact terms 
of n five-year agreement that ex- 
pired Sept. 30. It calls for the pur- 
chase of at least 9 million tons of 
U.S. ^ain a year. 

"Any agreement that keeps the 
levels the same os before is a good 
agreement because they (the Sovi- 
ets) didn’t really want one," said for- 
mer Agriculture Secretary John 
Block, who signed the previous five- 
year agreement in 1963,. 

Block described the new pact as ”a 
concession on their part of good ne- 
gotiations on our part." 

U.S. officials would have pre- 
ferred greater guaranteed Soviet 
grain purchases, but had to fight for 
what they got. 

The Soviets, who wonted more 
flexibility in the agreement, are able 
to diversify their grain purchases, 
estimated at 31 million metric tons 
this season, among several coun- 
tries. 

The Kremlin reduced its depen- 
dence on U.S. grain after President 
Jimmy Carter imposed a partial em- 
bargo on grain sales to the Soviets in 
• -I960. In addition, Soviet leader 


Mikhail Gorbachev has sought self- 
sufficiency. 

However, this year, the Soviets 
harvested the smallest crop in four 
years, 200 million tons. 

In a joint statement, U.S. trade 
representative Clayton YcuUer and 
Agriculture Secretary Richard Lyng 
said the "extension will continue to 
stabilize grain trad& between the two 
countries, benefiting American 
farmers." 

With expiration set for Dec. 31, 
1990, the agreement eases future ne- 
gotiations by allowing new grain 
ogreements to run concurrently with 
tlw Soviet .Union's five-year plans, 
Yeuttcr ond Lyng said. 

Like the agreement it replaces, 
the new poet requires the Soviets to 
buy at least 4 million tons each of 
U.S. wheat and com annually. The 
Soviets must buy an additional 1 mil- 
lion tons of wheot or corn or 500.000 
tons of soybeans and meal a year. 
The Kremlin can buy up to 3 million 
tons of additional wheot and corn a 
year without U.S. permission. 

Rep. Dan Glickman. D-Kan., 
chairman of the Hou.se Agriculture 
Subcommittee on Wheat, Soybeaas 
and Feed Grains, said signing of the 
agreement is "healthy," but 'the bad 
news is that there is no expansion of ^ 
our markets." 

Winston Wilson, head of U.S. 
Wheat Associates, which promotes 
wheal exports, said, "We'd have 
liked it n little better if it'd been a 
little longer, but we're satisfied." 




Trade deficit shrinks 
in summer quarter

WASHINGTON — A drop in oil 
prices and higher costs for U.S. form 
products helped provide a 5.4 per- 
cent improvement in America's 
trade deficit from July through 
September. 

It was the third consecutive quar- 
terly decline this ycor, the govern- 
ment reported Monday. 

The Commerce Department said 
the imbalance between what Ameri- 
ca imports and what it sells abroad 
narrowed to $28.53 billion in the third 
quarter, the best showing in 3'/s 
years. 

The deficit had fallen by 14.6 per- 
cent in t^e first quarter and declined 
anotlvr 14.3 percent in the second 
quarter to a revised $30.15 billion. 
Through the first nine moptlw of ^ 
‘year, the deficit is'riinnlng at ah an- 
nual rate of S125.2 billion, compared 
last year's record $160.3 billion 
deficit. 

Aiuilysts predicted the deficit for 
all of 1988 should be at least 20 per- 
cent lower than 1987, marking the 
first time since President Reagan 
U)ok office in 1981 that the trade 


deficit has shown improvement. 

That gain has contributed signifi- 
cantly to the economy's momentum, 
providing almost half of total growth 
this year. 

The trade figures Monday con- 
firmed an improvement already eri- 
dent in the Commerce Department's 
monthly merchandise trade reports. 
Those figures showed the deficit de- 
clining by 3.2 percent to $32.2 billion 
in the third quarter, compared with 
$.33.2 billion in the second quarter. 

The new report, which measures 
mercharxlise trade on a balance of 
payments basis, shows smaller fig- 
ures because it subtracts shipping 
costa and military sales from the 
monthly numbers. 

Exports climbed to a record $82.3 
billion in the third quarter, a 3.4 per- 
cent increase arvl the seventh con- 
secutive Vuhrtef in which "U-Si sales' 
to foreigners have risen. 

Imports also ruse, but by a small- 
er 0.9 percent to $110.8 billion as a. 
drop in oil shipments helped ofTscl a 
rise in non-pctrolcum imports. 

The record level of U.S. exports 
rcficcled a 7.7 percent jump in form 
sales, which climbed to $10.4 billion.

WASHINGTON — Saying the U.S. decision to 
bar PLO leader Yasser Arafot from the country 
was "finn and finol,' the State Department on 
Monday gave its reluctant consent to moving the 
United Nations debote on Polcstinion issues to 
Geneva. 

There the chairman of the Piilcstine Liberation 
Organization could air his views despite o U.S. 


finding that he was an "accessory" to acts of ter- 
rorism against Americans and did not qualify for 
a visa to enter the United Slates. 

'It’s unnecessary," department spokesman 
Charles E. Redman said of the attempt by Arab 
diplomats to move part of this year's General As- 
sembly session to Geneva. 

He said other PLO officials present in New 
Yorii could speak for Arafat's group and, besides, 
a shift to Geneva would be costly. 


But, Redman acknowledged, if the United Na- 
tiorus decided to move the debate out of the coun- 
try "the same factors would not be applied in the 
.same way." 

Arafot would not require U.S. permission in or- 
der to speak, and the judgment of L. Paul Bre- 
mer, director of the deportment's office to counter 
terrorism, that the Palestine Notional Council has 
not renounced terrorism would not be applicable.

warming, he said. 

For some drought-affected regions 
the outlook for a wet winter is good 
news, he said. The Midwest outlook 
is favorable for helping recharge the 
soil." 

The strongest chance for wetter 
than normal weather is in Michigan, 
Indiana and Ohio, Gilman forecast. 

Also anticipating a wet winter 
should be Washington, Oregon, Ida- 
ho, western Montana, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Illinois. Kentucky, New 
York. Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
western North Carolina, western Vir- 
ginia and castcmTcnnesscc. 

Dry conditions arc expected from 
Southern California eastward 
through Arizona, New Mexico, 
Texas, Louisiana, Florida and the 
southern portions of Mississippi, Al- 
abama and Georgia. 

The outlook is too close to call in 
other areas, including the northern 
Great Ptaias states, which have also 
suffered from drought this year. But, 
Gilman noted, in that region the 
heaviest precipitation is usually in 
spring rather than winter, so the 
farming outlook could still be good 
for next year.

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Panel recommends loosening liquor sales 


BOISE (AP) — An interim Icgisla* 
tivc commiUcc has recommended 
that Idaho bars bo allowed to' start 
selling liquor by the drink each day 
at tho some time as beer and wine. - 

The Legislative Council Commit- 
tee on Alcohol Beverage Laws met 
Monday in Boise to review ynd rec- 
ommend proposed lepslation to the 
1969 Legislature. 

Among issues discussed by the 
committee at previous meetings was 
how to control the skyrocketing re- 
sale cost of state liquor licenses. 

Since the number of licenses avail- 
able in each city is limited by a 
quota system based on population, 
they are in great demand oi^ report- 
edly have been sold for as much as 
SlOO.OOO when a license holder goes 
out of business. 

Rep. Emerson Smock, R-Boisc, 
has said he would like to see liquor 
licenses turned back to the state 
when a bar or restaurant goes out of 
business, and the owner reimbursed 


for the original $750 cost,. 

But no proposed legislation on the 
issue was presorted Monday, and 
most of the measures that did comc- 
bcforc'thc committee cither were re- 
jected or sent without recommenda- 
.tion to germane legislative commit- 
tees for further considcratian. 

Among the items winning ap- 
proval from committee members 
was one calling for 'standardized 
opening and closing hours for retail 
alcoholic beverage sales. It also 
would allow retail sales on Sundays, 
Memorial Day and Thanksgiving, 
unless prohibited by county ofdi-- 
nanccs. 

Beer and wine currently may be 
sold from 6 a.m. to 2 a.m., but sales 
of liquor by the drink are not allowed 
until 10 a.m. 

Closing times also remain 1 a.m. 
and Sui^y sales of liquor by the 
drink are prohibited unless the’ ex- 
tensions arc spccincally approved by 
county commissions. 


Standardizing opening and closing 
hours and Sunday sales — and re- 
quiring specific action if countips 
want additional rcstrictioas — wo'uJd 
make the law more enforceable, said 
Keith Mathews, administrator of ^ 
state Department of Law Enforce- 
ment's Division of Alcohol Beverage 
Control. 

Sen. Jerry Thome, R-Nampa, Mid 
he was worried that setting uniform 
opening and closing hours statewide 
would eliminate counties' authority 
to regulate bar hours. 

But Reps. Mary Ellen Lloyd, D- 
Pocatello, and Hildc Kellogg, R-Post 
Falls, said hospitality businesses in 
their areas nc^d to Imvc the ability 
to sell liquoi^ the drink on Sundays 
and holidays to remain competitive 
in the convention business. 

Ms. Kellogg said it was a "reason- 
able* request, especially since some 
of those businesses have suffered as.

MOSCOW (AP) — Ifllamic flags 
and portraits of IraniaaJeader.Aya*.. 
tolloh RuhoUah Khomoini were 
played in tho streets of t|ie Aierbai* 
jani capital of Baku, and more than 
800 people were arrested in ongoing 
ethnic tension, tho official media 
said Monday. 

In Yerevan, the capital of the 
neighboring republic of Armenia, un* 
official sources said Moscow d^si* 
dent Sergei Grigoryar^ and another 
leading 'Armenian activist were ar- 
rested. 

Ko new outbreaks of violence were 
reported in the troubled republics, 
where ethnic violence last week 
kilted at least seven pcdplc. A strict 


curfew remained in effect in Baku, 
Yerevan,. and other cities. Soldiers . 
and tanks patrolled the streets. 

The government newspaper Izvcs- 
tia prii^ an interview wiA 26-ycar- 
old Kcmat Fanakhov, said to have 
led rallcs by thousands of protesters 
on Baku's Lenin Square. 

IzvcsUa correspondents asked him 
to explain why *wc saw green flags 
and portraits of Khomeini on the 
square.' 

Azerbaijanis are predominantly 
Moslem, and Armenians are pre- 
dominantly Christian. Both republics 
border on Iran, and tho Soviet Union 
is cqnccrned about the possibility of 
Khomeini's fundamentalist Moslem 


revolution in Iran spreading across 
theTrontier to Soviet Central Asia L .. 

Izvestia quoted -Fanakhov as -say- 
ing leaders of the protests rejected 
such appeals to Moslem fundamen- 
talism. 

Official Baku racho, in a report 
monitored in London, said BSJ people 
were arrested in tho Azer^ijani 
capital on Sunday night and Monday 
morning, and that 18 of them wore 
jailed.

Soviets move to block restive republics 


MOSCOW (AP) The Communist 
- Party Central Committee on Monday 
' endorsed constitutional changes that 
critics, say give the Kremlin too 
much power, setting the stage for ap- 
• proval over the objection of several 
restive republics. 

Officials in Estonia, the tiny Baltic 
republic that led the challcrigc to 
Kremlin outhority by declaring its 
sovereignty in internal policy and its 
right to review all new &vict legisla- 
tion, said they would stand firm de- 
spite a ruling the m'ovc was unconsti- 


tutional. 

The more than 300 members of the 
party's policy-making body, meeting 
on the eve of an extraordinary mect- 
ing.of the Supreme Soviet, or nation- 
al parliament, declared the amend- 
menta 'will mean a major step along 
the road of democratization ofSoviot 
society,'' tho onicial Tass news agen- 
cy said. 

It instructed President and Com- 
munist Party chief Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev to make a report on the 
amendments to the Supreme Soviet. 


The Central Committee -promised 
election campaigns 'unlike all the 
previous ones os real competitive- 
ness of candidates is introduced in 
the political life of the country,’ Tass 
said. 

Gorbachev proposed the amend- 
ments to make the system more 
democratic, but tho Estonians, as 
well as activists in Latvia, Lithua- 
nia, Armenia, and Georgia have crit- 
icized them for taking away some of 
the locol control that Gorbachev has 
said he wants to foster. 


SOWETO, South Africa (AP) — A 
black nationalist leader freed after 
12 years in prison Monday chal- 
Icn^ tho government to legalize 
outlawed black opposition grotq>s.~ 

Zeph Mothopeng also ur^ blacks 
to unite, and ho called for freedom of 
all jailed activista, including Hs ri- 
val Nelson Mandela. 

"Long Live Tho Pan-Africanist 
Congress]" supporters chanted as 
tho ailing 75-ycar-oId president of the 
banned organization arrived for a 
news conference. It was his first 
public appearance since 1976. 

Tho government said it freed him 
unconditionally Saturday for human- 
itarian reasons. 

For years, followers of Moth- 
openg's group have been at ideologi- 
cal odds with Mandela's African Na- 
tional Congress. Both organizations 
train guerrillas to fight wKte-minori- 
ty domination. But tho Pon-Africon- 
ists favor black self-reliance, while 
the larger African National Congress 


supports a multiracial approach. 

Mothopong, who quit the ANC in 
1969, adopt^ a conciliatory tono 
Monday. 

"My first task, which I am going 
to do everything in my powers to dis- 
charge, is to unito tho African peo- 
ple," he saii "We don't look at tl» 
color of a person — wo consider his 
convictions." 

In calling for the release of jailed 
activists, Mothopeng named Man- 
dela and fellow Pan-Africanist lead- 
er Jess Masemola "as symbols of all 
other prisonersf of conscience who 
should bo out here and working for 
the return of our land." 

"They should be released not on 
the grounds of compassion or mercy 
but because they are held illegiti- 
mately," he said. 

Mothopeng has been seriously ill 
for months with cancer of the thy- 
mus gland, but he said he would re- 
main active politically. 

"I issue a direct challenge to

Romanians may not raze 7,000 villages 


VIENNA, Austria (AP) — Romani- 
an communist leader Nicolac Ccaus- 
C8CU on Monday appeared to back 
away from a widely criticized plan 
that would hove razed up to 7,0(X) vil- 
lages and resettled rural residents. 

Addressing a long-delayed meet- 
ing of the Communist Party Central 
Committee in Bucharest, (jcauscscu 
i did not mention the criticism from 
' the West and from neighboring Hun- 
gary, which fears the plan will de- 
t stroy tho cultural traditions of about 
1.7 million ethnic Hungarians in Ro- 
< mania. 

Instead, Ccauscscu cited the need 


to preserve unspecified communes, 
or groups of villages, to prevent de- 
population of the countryside. 

'We have in mind the preservation 
of the number of communes and in a 
few counties even the development of 
a few communal centers which have 
been depopulated,' Ccauscscu was 
quoted as saying by the official news 
agency Age rpres. 

He said many Romanians were 
migrating to towns to work in facto-_ 
ries, where they get higher salaries 
than in agriculture. 

'That's why resolute measures arc 
needed for preventing the depopula- 


tion of rural settlements, for organiz- 
ing them on a modem basis and cre- 
ating conditions likely to provide in- 
habitants with everything they need 
for a decent, civilized life,' Ccouses- 
cu said. 

The village plan, made public in 
April, called for the razing of the vil- 
lages and the resettlement of resi- 
dents in new housing in 'agro-indus- 
trial centers.’ 

Romanian. oHicials said the plan 
was aimed at gaining more farmland 
for use by state-owned collective 
farms.

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Masked robber strikes Twin Falls twice

TWIN FALLS -r.A gaa'Blation became the 
'second Twin Falls business within 24 hours 
;td be robbed at gunpoint Monday, probably 
.by the same man, police said. 

' A robber armed with a short, bolbaction 
ride entered the Stinker station on Kimberly 
■Road around 9:15 p.m. and stole an undis- 
■closed amount of cash, said Sgt. Ed DcVall 
of the Twin Falls Department of Public Safe- 
ty. The robber, wearing blue coveralls and a 
^ mask, apparently fled on foot. 

. Ho had not been found by 11 p.m., police 
;snid. 


Late Sunday, a man closely matching the 
gas-station robber's physical description 
held up Taco John's, clubbing two women 
employees with a sawed-off rifle and fleeing 
in a stolen pickup, police said. 

The robber, who also wore a ski mask and 
blue covcraltsi held the employees at gun- 
point for roughly an hour and a half while he 
tried unsuccessfully to open the restaurant's 
safe, police said. Hc stole a pickup from the 
parking lot ond left around 10:25 p.m. 

Police were alerted shortly after 11 p.m. 
when a Twin Falls woman reported seeing 
lights flashing on and off inside the restau- 
rant, located at 1879 Addison Avc. E. 

Public Safety Director Tim Qualls said the 


pickup had not been located by late Monday. 
An attempt-to-locatc bulletin was issued in 
all Western states. 

The two employees, aged 19 and 18, were 
treated for injuries at the scene by emergen- 
cy medical technicians. Police requested 
t^t the women not be identified for fear of 
retaliation from the robber. 

The robber, armed with a .243-caliber, 
bolt-action rifle with a sawed-off barrel, ap- 
proached the two-womcn as they_wcre.lock-_ 
ing the front door in order to leave, police 
said. He forced them back inside and or- 
dered them to open the restaurant's safe. 

Both employees told the robber they were 
new and didn't know the combination, police 


said. He then forced them downstairs to look 
for the combination in a desk. 

Once in the basement, the robber struck 
both women with the rifle, police said. He 
also hit one of the employees with his hands. 

At one point, the robber forced one of the 
women to lie face down, then told her co- 
\torker that he. would "blow her head off' if 
the safe wasn't opened, police said. 

The robber eventually gave up trying lo 
open the safe, police Mid. Instead, he stole 
on undisclosed omount of money from the 
employees' purses, along with a set of keys. 

He told the women to remain in the bose- 
mchl, then went to the parking lot and used 
the keys to steal a pickup owned by one of 


the employees, police said. Ho also tore the 
restaurant's phone out of the wall. 

Police said the women wore too afraid to . 
leave the restaurant, so they instead made 
some signs asking for help and began flick- 
ing the lights on and off. Shortly after 11 
p.m., a passing motorist saw the flashing 
tights while stopped at a nearby intersection. 

The driver, Jenrufer Kauth, Mid she iro- 
tially thought it might be a malfunctioning 
alarm, but then a woman approtfehed the 
restaurant's front window. 

"She kept waving at me, and it seemed 
like she was looking right at me by the way 
her body was turned," said Kauth, a Times-

Advocate blasts 
loan restructure 
by Farm Credit

TWIN FALLS - The Farm Credit 
System is shooting itself in the foot 
by making its loan restructuring de- 
mands too stringent, a farm advo- 

-datc-said Monday 

The Agriculture Credit Act of 1987 
did much for Farmers Home Admin- 
istration borrowers and practically 


work out a plan. 

"We are c)o.ser to restructuring 
than most people," Baldwin said. 

In fact, Baldwin knows of no one 
else who has successfully restruc- 
tured with Farm Credit even though 
the Twelfth District bank says it has 
_restruclured 456. loons. .so -far., she 
said. 

In the Agriculture Credit Act, 
Congress took tight control over the

nothing for Farm Credit System bor- 
rowers, said Paul Slade, a farm ad- 
vocate with the Idaho Rural Council 
in Clifton. Slade spoke to a group of 
fbrmcrs, attorneys, accountants and 
farm advocates gathered to learn 
qbout borrowers' rights under the 
new federal taw. 

_ So many farmers arc seeing and 
'disapproving of the way Fdrm’Crcd-"' 
(t is dealing with Us current l^rrow- 
ers that they won't go to Farm Cred- 
it for any new loans in the future, 
Slade said. The system's loan cus- 
tomer pool is going to dry up. he 
said. 

"It doesn't make any sense for 
them to get on the wrong side of 
formers and then stand there," he 
said. 

Farm Credit began its loan servic- 
ing program in February, shortly af- 
ter the law Was passed. As of July, 
'the Twelfth DislriH.' whichlhcludes' 
Idaho. .Montana, Oregon, Washing- 
ton and Alaska, had sent foreclosure 
notices to 644 Idaho farm families. 

Farm Credit notified Idaho Rum! 
Council President Pam Baldwin and 
her husband that they must pay the 
loan on their dairy farm in full im- 
mediately even though they had nev- 
er missed a payment. 

She and her husband were able to 


restructuring activities of FmllA 
ond little control ol alt over Farm 
Credit, mainly because Farm Credit 
has a better lobbying system. Slade 
said. 

FmHA has little wriggle room in 
its restructuring procedures, which 
are beneficial for farmers. Each 
Farm Credit district, on the other 
hahd.'cah'handlc' its'luans however ' 
it pleases so long ns it stays obove a 
75 percent solvency level and takc.s 
no government bail-out money. 

The Twelfth District has chosen 
not to take any bail-out money. If it 
had, "it would lower everyone's in- 
terest rates and provide other bor- 
rower benefits," Slade said. "But we 
don't have that right now." 

The Twelfth District could adopt a 
loan restructuring program like 
FmHA 8. but it doesn't seem to wont 
to, Slade said.

TWIN FALLS — County offiaals arc v.nrned 
that a cut in welfare aid lo refugees will mean the 
county mII have lo pick up the .slack. 

"1 don't think we should have to step in and ask 
our taxpayers to support' the refugee program. 
Commissioner Judy Felton s.iid. 'If the stale 
..wants lo support a program like this, then that s 
fine as long as they provide funding for it. 

The federal Office of Refugee Resettlement has 
reduced from 18 lo 12 the number of monlh.s 
refugees can qualify for welfare, said Scott Cun- 
ninglum. state coordinator for self support pro- 
grams at the slate Health and Welfare Dip.irt- 
ment. 

The abrupt curtailment leaves Emil Hinlcr- 
mnier. a Romanian taking on-the-job training in 
air conditioning and refrigeration at the Ccjlcgc of 
Southern Idaho. Icmporanly wthout money for 
rent or utilities. 

Hintermaier is paid for fixing equipment at 
CSl, but not enough to cover possible medical ex- 
pen-sesfor him. two children and his wife. Elena. 

To help make ends meet, Elena Hinlermaier. 
who IS studying lo be a nurse, >*orks ns an inter- 
preter at the Refugee Center. 

The HinU'rm.aiers. who spent four years trying 
lo leave Romania for the United Slates, Ixith h.ive 
Romaiuan degri'es.

2 WPPSS engineering firms 
settle out of court for millions

TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) — Two cnp* 
nccring Tirm? responsible for design- 
ing two abandoned Washington Pub- 
lic Power Supply System nuclear 
power plants settled out of court 
Monday with the bondbuyers who 
had sued them for alleged securities 
froud. 

The $25 million cash selUcmcnt 
was announced by Junius Hoffman, 
couiVappointcd settlement master in 
the case stemming from the 
WPPSS default of ttillion in mu- 
nicipal bonds sold to build the plants, 
which were never finished. - ; 

U.S. District Judge William 
•Browning signed an order later that 
severed the two companies from the 
case. 

It rerhains for Browning to ap- 
prove Monday's settlement and pre- 
vious ones. He has not yet scheduled 
hearings on approval testimony. 

Only Blyth Eastman PnineVVebbcr 
Inc,, the former WPPSS financial ad- 
viser, remains as a defendant in the 
class action suit. 

The trial resumed had- been re- 
cessed last week for Thanksgiving. 

• The new agreement calls for Unit- 
ed Engineers & Constructors Inc. to 
pay S14.8 million and for Ebasco Ser- 
vices Inc. to pay at least $7.2 million. 

Additionally, Ebasco will pay up 
to $3 million in cash if the plaintiffs 


recover less than that in disputed 
claims against Ebasco's insurance 
carriers. 

Ebasco also agreed to surrender 
to the plaintiffs a portion of at least 
$50 million in disputed insurance 
claims that the company may recov- 
er. 

United Engineers is headquar- 
tered in Philadelphia. Ebasco is 
based in New York. 

The amount of settlements from 
more than 100 original defendants in 
the ease comes to about $875 million 
plus recovery froni the insurance 
claims. Included in the settlements 
were the 88 public utility districts 
that contracted Aith WPPSS to build 
the plants. 

WPPSS did not pledge any money 
in its out-of-court settlement. 

Plaintiff ottomey Mel Weiss said 
Monday's settlement "is a fair com- 
promise of our claims' taking into 
account the previous settlements ond 
"the desire to get money to our 
clients as quickly as possible." 

More than 24,000 bondbuyers 
claim that the defendonts conspired 
to lie ond hide informatiqn \hat 
might have discouraged investors. 

Weiss said that "at this point we’re 
not talking anymore" with Blyth 
Eastman attorneys obout settlement 
possibilities.

. U.S. producers stand to lose sales 
iwhich totaled about $1^ million last 
year in tho 12 EEC nations, ond ad- 
•rainistmtion officials say Prcsidcnl- 
^elcct George Bush could retaliate 
with restrictions against the sale of 
•European meat products, or even 
some industrial products, in the 
;UnltcdStatcB.- 

Patricia F. Stolfa of the Agricul- 
ture Department's Food Safety ond 
Inspection Service said tlic value of 
the European meat exports to the 
United -Statos-is-higher, because- 
they include high quality items like 
Danish ham. Tho U.S. market in Eu- 
rope, on the other hand, includes a 
large quantity of cheaper cuts such 
as hearts and kidneys, she said. 

The use of hormones to speed ani- 
mal growth is forbidden in the 
EEC's member nations, which in- 
clude West Germany, Britain, Italy, 
Holland, Denmark, Ireland, Luxem- 
bourg, the Ncthe'rlnnds, Belgium, 
Spain, Portugal and Greece. 

• However, there- have been 
widespread reports of illegal use of 
hormones by European producers 
and Ms. .Stolfa suggested it could be 
appropriate to delay the import ban 
while tl\c European Parliament 
completes an investigation already 
in progress.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme (3ourt on Monday refused .to 
disturb the current system for giving 
pay raises to members of CJbngress — 

< a system that produced a $12,000 
salary hike last year. 

The justices rejected arguments 
that the process gives too much power 
to the president to determine salary 
levels. The court, also without com- 
ment, declined to use the case to deter- 
mine what power members of 
Congress have to challenge the consti- 
tutionality of federal laws. 

Sen. Gordon Humphrey, R-N.H., and 
five Republican House members chal- 
lenged the pay-raise system after con- 
gressional salaries were raised $12,000. 
last year to $89,500, 

The pay-raise system, which was es- 
tablished by 0 1967 law, also controls 
salary increases for federal judges and 
high-ranking executive branch olfi- 
cials. But the challengers to the law 
did not attack thow provisions. 

The U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Washington upheld the pay-raise sys- 


tem last May 31, ruling it is constitu- 
tionitl because it allows Congress to 
override salary increases granted by 
the presidenL The Supreme Court left 
that i^ing intact Monday. 

In other action, the court: ’ 

•Heard arguments about the rights 
of unwed fathers whose children arc 
pul up for adoption by their mothers. 

•Refused for now to let a Jewish or- 
ganization display a mcnorah, symbol- 
izing the Hanukhah holiday, on the 
steps of a Pittsburg government 
building next month. The court is re- 
viewing the constitutionality of the dis- 

p'“y. , . , . 

•Agreed to use a case involving a 
small Pennsylvania and Ohio railroad 
to resolve an important railroad indus- 
try dispute affecting the ability of rail- 
roads to sell off 'thcir lines and reduce 
their work forces. • 

• For the second time this month re- 
fused to grant husbands legal power to 
prevent their wives from having an 
abortion. The court rejected an appeal 


by a Michigan roan who sought unsuc- 
cessfully last summer to stop his then- 
estrang^ wife from ending her preg- 
nancy. 

•Allowed prosecutors investigating 
labor union corruption in New York to 
use subpoenaed membership lists ob- 
tained from four carpenters union lo- 
cals. 

Prior to 1967, Congress had set its. ' 
own salary scale. But the lawmakers, 
seeking to share responsibility for giv- 
ing themselves pay raises, passed the ' 
Federal Salary Act in 1967. 

The act calls for a study commission 
to be convened every four years with 
members appointed by all three 
branches of government The commis- 
sion Bumbits recommendations to the 
president, who in turn proposes a pay 
plan to Congress. 

The president's recommendations 
become effective unless Congress acts 
within 30 days to disapprove them. 

The law was amended in 19% to re- 
quire action by both houses to override 
president's recommendations.

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Carolina tornadoes 
kill 4, leave 151 hurt 


RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) - Torna- 
does skipped without warning like a 
"big bouncing ball" across No rth 
Carolina's capital city early Mon- 
day, smashing homes and churches 
before heading into rural areas. 
Four people were killed and at least 
151 injured. 

"I can remember hearing n big 
gust of wind like a hurricane and 
Uicn I could hear the wood tearing 
ond I thought *Oh God, this is it. I'm 
gone.' I just buried myself under the 
bed," said Betty Bell of Raleigh. 

The storms brought reminders of 
the 24 twisters that ripped a 260-mile 
path through the state in 1984, killing 
' 44 people, injuring more than 800 
and leaving 2,300 homeless. 

Monday's twisters destroyed mo- 
bile homes, damaged rhurches, top- 
pled several houses onto their sidos 
and threw power lines onto houses 
.and streets, leaving more 6,500 
homes without electricity for several 
hours. Trees wore snapped several 
feet from the ground along the stor- 
m's path. 


About 500 people were left home- 
less in Roieigh, where the storms 
struck without any advance notice, 
"said' Mayor Avery Upchurch. The 
National Weather Service issued no 
tornado warnings or wotches before 
the tornadoes struck. 

Roger Friedenson, a spokesman 
for the Insurance News Service in 
Raleigh, said insurance companies 
anticipated a possible loss of $% mil- 
lion in North Carolina from the 
twisters. The 19M storms cause $65 
million in damage. 

Joe Dean, secretary of Crime Con- 
trol and Public Safety, said twisters 
touched down in 17 locations in 
Wake, Nash, franklin, Northamp- 
ton, Halifax, Dare, Hyde, Pamlico 
and Currituck counties. 

In neighboring Virginia, one tor- . 
nado and high wind downed trees, 
damaged property and knocked out 
power in Isle of Wight, Brunswick 
and Southampton counties early 
Monday, but no injuries wore report- 
ed.

11 -year-old aims 
for med school

BALTIMORE - An 11-yoar-old 
boy expects to graduate this year 
from 0 high school for academically 
advanced students, then try to break 
the record for the youngest person to 
finish medical school. 

In some ways, Balamurali Ambati 
seems like a perfectly normal child 
who likes stamp^ollceting, playing 
basketball with his friends and test- 
ing his video game skills. 

But he's already a senior at Balti- 
more City College High School and 
has some decidedly uncommon in- 
terests, including college courses. 
And he's cowritten a book on AIDS 
with his 17-ycar-old brother, himself 
already a medical student. 

'He is a very goal-oricntcd, consci- 
entious, highly motivated and sclf-di- 
rcctcd student," said Jean Johnson, 
assistant principal of the high 
school. 

He was bom in Vellore, India, but 
his family moved to Buffolo, N.Y., 
when he was 3. Within four months, 
said his father, Ambati Murali, Bala 
was speaking and writing English. 

By age 4, the boy had mastered 
multiplication and was beginning to 
learn basic calculus, said his father, 
on industrial consultant. 

In 1966, the family moved to Balti- 
more, where Bala completed sev- 
enth grodc at Roland Park Public 
School: In the next two years, he ad- 
vanced through middle and high 


school. 

In addition to his academic suc- 
cess, Bala fits in well with older 
classmates, Ms. Johnson said. 

"He tells jokes and has a great 
sense of humor," she said. "He's a 
delightful person. It's been a plea- 
sure to have him here." 

Bala said his age has not preclud- 
ed friendships with other students. 
"Everyone is initially astonished," he 
said. 'But eventually they begin to 
appreciate my age and accomplish- 
ments." 

While enjoying all academic sub- 
jects, Bala said ho has 'a special 
affinity for math and science, techni- 
cal topics. In my free time, I like tho 
challenge of solving mathematical 
problems, inventing new phenomena 
and new problems." 

Al age 9, he qualified for admit- 
tance to The Study for Malhemati- 
colly Precocious Youth, a program 
at Johns Hopkins University. It mon- 
itors the intellectual development of 
children who have displayed an ex- 
ceptional ability in math based on 
Scholastic Aptitude Test scores. 

The boy also tokes two classes at 
Towson Stole University and partici- 
pates in the Gifted Math Program 
correspondence course offered 
through the State University of New 
York in Buffalo. 

Bala expects to enter college next 
fall with about 70 university credits 
already earned through advanced

Juror marries man 
she helped convict

LOS ANGELES — A woman who 
married a man sho earlier helped 
convict of murder, kidnapping and 
rape has asked the state Court of Ap- 
peal to overturn thq conviction be- 
cause of alleged coercion by fellow 
jurors. 

Steven Erickson, 34, was convicted 
in March 1967 of the February 1984 
abduction, rape and shooting death 
of a 26- year-old woman. 

Gwendolyn Wix. 41, was a juror 
during Erickson's six-month murder 
trial. 

Erickson was sentenced to life in 
prison without the possibility of pa- 
role, primarily because of Ms. Wix's 
resistance to the death penalty. 

In March. Ms. Wix filed a seven- 
page declaration ollcging impropri- 
ety on the part of her fellow jurors. 

She didn't mention her marriage 
in the afTidavit and the attorney gen- 
eral's office wrote Inst month that 
her marriage to Erickson tarnished 
her credibility. 

Deputy District Attorney Michael 
Knight, who prosecuted Erickson, 
said he once tried to have Ms. Wix 
removed as a juror after learning 
— that-shr-coTitarted-the^iefense-attor- 
ncy in the case. That effort was de- 


nied by tho judge. 

"This is stranger than fiction," 
Knight said. "She apparently fell in 
love with the guy during the trial. 
I've seen some jurors bccomed en- 
amored of the guy, but I've never 
seen where they've actually gone 
and met the guy and married him." 

Knight said he planned to investi- 
gate how the couple got together and 
determine whether Ms. Wix acted 
improperly during the trial. 

Jurors who worked with Ms. Wix 
said they agreed to a penalty other 
than death at her insistence to avoid 
deadlocking ll-l and poSsibly having 
the case retried, juryforeman Harry 
Godicy said Friday. 

Referring to her marriage, Godicy 
said: "I'm completely fiabbergasted. 
I'd like to know how their . 
relationship developed." 

Ms. Wix said fellow jurors wore bi- 
ased against Erickson, verbally 
abused lir and pressured her to side 
with them. She said they refused to 
listen to her arguments. 

Godicy denies Ms. Wix was co- 
erced. "You have no idea the way ev- 
erybody bent over backward to try 
to reason with her," he said. 

The attorney general's office said 
-there-waii nMvidence-thflt-M6.-Wix'6— 
fellow jurors acted improperly.

■The boy said through his aunt 
that hi* wants lo forget the 36-day 
boat trip, during which his parents 
slan'i-d lo death and his brother 
drowned. He was aboard a junk 
crammed with . more than 100 
refugees fleeing Vietnam that 
drifted in the South China Sea. 

"He doesn't want lo remember 
anjthing about the trip — even his 
mama and his daddy. It s not good 
for his mind,' said his aunt, Tong 
Ngu>-cn, who owns a diner in El 
Dorado, about 120 miles south of 
Little Rock. 

He want* to start over,' she 
said

The victories produced frtssh head- 
lines po.silivcly oozing with contri- 
tion. 

"We' re Sorry Koo," read a large line 
of type atop the lead story in Tues- 
day's Daily Mirror. The paper apolo- 
gized 'unresenedly' and agreed that 
the story linking her to Peter Holm, 
Collins' husband at the time, was "to- 
tally untrue.* - 

A spate of such cases serves as a 
reminder that Fleet Street isn't 
known as the Strcctof Shame for 
nothing.

"All four of us agreed that it was 
time for a change." Lincourns said. 

The Owls have had a winning 
record officially in (inly one of Arians' 
six seasons, although the 1986 team 
was 6-5 before Temple voluntarily 
forfeited its victories because run- 
ning back Paul Palmer Uilked with 
an agent before the end of the sea- 
son. 

"Everybody agreed it was lime for 
a change," Theokas said.

"His conmitm6nt to the university 
over the last seven years is obvious 
in the clean football program he has 
run, the tough but close games he 
ha.s coached and the leadership he 
has displayed in building a team and 
acquiring physical factlitics far supe- 
rior to what existed when he arrived 
nt Colorado State," Austin said. 

"Hi.s decision to leave is bas«l on 
his belief that change is in the best 
interest of the football program and 
the instilulio'i,'' Austin said. 


Fuller, likable but a loser in all but 
one of his seven seasons at CSU, 
posted his lone winning season in 
1986 at 6-5. 

After Saturday's loss, Jaynes told 
reporters, "You have to accept things 
the way they arc.

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Banks boost prime lending rate Dow gains 6.16 in light trading

. NEW YORK — Major U.S. banks 
boosted their prime lending rate a 
hair percentage point Monday to 10.5 
percent, the steepest Icvcl sincc mid- 
19% and the fourth rise this year. 

The increase will mean a jump in 
rates on a variety of consumer loans 
pegged to the prime, including 
homo-equity loans. It also will raise 
borrowing costs for companies that 
rely on bonks for financing. 

. Economists had been predicting a 
prime rote increase because interest 
rates in the bond markets rose, re- 
cently due to inflation fears and the 
dollar's weakness in foreign ex- 
change markets. 

The financial markets had no ma- 
jor reaction to the announcement. 
Stock and bond prices were up mod- 
estly, while the dollar steadied 
against other major currencies. . 

"It comes as no surprise. In fact, 
they (banks) seem to have held back 
longer than I expected," said Ed- 
ward Yardeni, chief economist for 
the investment firm Prudential- 
Bachc Securities Inc. 

Federal Reserve Board Chairman 
Alan Greenspan also has warned of 
higher short-term rates unless the 
government trims its huge budget 
deficit, the source of the dollar's 
woes. 

.'There's a building perception in 
tlie marketplace that the Fed is, in 
fact, tightening condition-s said 
William V. Sullivan, on economist- 
for the investment firm Dean Witter 
Reynolds Inc. 

Sullivan and other economists pre- 
dicted the Fed might soon raise its 
discount rate, or the interest it 
charges on loans to member banks. 
If that happened, the prime rate 
could be increased again, they said. 

"I'd look for something (from the 
Fed) in the next two weeks," said 
Yardeni.
